ing up his hat. 
'My house on fire, dos 


thee say?1 


" 'Aye,' answers Jem. 'I saw the flame 


bursting from thy roof as I came along th 
road, and I've run straight to tell thee!' 


"Farmer didn't wait to ask any mor 


questions, but went off sharp for his house 
and we all followed to give what help w 
could. We were sobered and made seriou 
at once, I warrant you. For if a bonfire1 
well enough, a real fire is nothing to jok 
over, and the stoutest heart may well qu. 
before it. Aud it wern'fc no false alarm 
nejther. As we ran toward the house w 
saw the flames breaking savagely fromth 


windows of the tippet floor «md 
and licking around the roof as tho draft 
blew them first one way anel then Bother. 


"Eh, but what a scene that wasl Ihe 


angry fire, roaring, crackling and leaping 
higher every minute; the black forms ol 
people running to and fro in the yard be- 
neath; men shouting, women screimmg 
and the cattle in the stalls bellowing aod 
blethering wi' fear. 
"A tew on us was going to turn the pool 


beasties loose when we was stopped by 
surnmat which at 
once turned our 


thoughts away from them and made us 
.well nigh sick at heart wi' dismay. For 
the rumor ran like lightning through the 
crowd that Farmer Scrivner'swifeand her 
babe, as had scarce been born a week, wei 
Btill iu the upper bedroom, cut oft fiotn 
the rest of the house by the fire. And then 
we looks and sees her at the window wav 
ing her arms wildly for help and shrieking 
(poor soull) like one daft wi' terror. 
" 'A ladder,' goes the cry. 'A ladder—a 


ladder!' But somehow there weren't no 
ladder to be found upon the spot, and while 
they was hunting for one, and we -wai 
standing looking on in a sort of palsy like 
from helpless dismay, a tall, dark figure 
buists through us, brushing us aside like 
BO many childer, and begins to climb a pipe 
which ran down from the 'shooting' of the 
eaves.

And 
that wer parson's end. 


"We thowt that sparks from the ashes 


of the bonfire must have lighted on the 
thatch, and so started the fire there, for 
the wind did blow that way.

Eating Before Retiring BeneUcial. 


There has be«n quite a revolution of late 


years in, many countries in regard to the 
connection between eating and sleeping, 
and it is stated that a radical change is 
likely to take place before long in the 
practice of a great many families in Eng- 
land. The popular idea is that eating at 
night is highly injurious to the constitu- 
tion. It is now recognized that nature con- 
tradicts this notion. Provided a man is 
hungry and his stomach is in proper con- 
dition, the practice is not only harmless, 
but rather beneficial. To go to bed on an 
empty stomach is apt to drive sleep away 
altogether. 
Three or four hours before bedtime a sub- 


stantial dinner or supper should be eaten, 
and on going to bed some simple food 
should be taken every night by those who 
have an inclination for it, and especially by 
delicate parsons or invalids. Persons in- 
variably feel drowsy after a heavy meal, 
and, on the other hand, wakef ulness is often 
merely an indication of hunger. The di- 
jestive organs having finished with it the 
blood flows once more to the head, bringing 
with it consciousness. The prevalent no- 
tion seems to be that the digestive organs 
rest simultaneously with the brain. Physi- 
ology does not support this proposition.

Voyages of Ancient Warslilps. 


The voyages of the ancient ships were 


often long— tor example, that of the Goths 
from Sicily in the Mediterranean around to 
the coast of Holland; and if the writers of 
the Middle Ages considered the statements 
of such deeds to be fabulous they must have 
formed their judgment more from lack of 
similar ability in their own vessels than 
anything else. Compare the length and 
speedy lines of one of the old galleys and 
their beautiful proportions with the tower- 
like Chinese pagoda style of naval archi- 
tecture of the Middle Ages. A mere glance 
at the picture of the Great Harry or of some 
of the famous ships of the Spanish armada 
will show the difference, but when a com- 
parison is made ol the seas for which the 
two styles of ship were constructed we may 
not smile at the builders of those towering, 
melon sided old warriors any more than at 
the seemingly improbable voyages of the 
ancients. 
The blue Mediterranean -was nafc the 


rough Bay of Biscay, or the turbulent 
North sea, or the channel at Dover, and 
while the Gteat Harry or-Santissima Trini- 
dad, 
built for the high, choppy seas of the 


north, might easily have been outstripped 
in a voyage on the inland sea by Ptolemy's 
ship with its thousand oarsmen, yet we can 


ardly doubt that the galley, with its great 
ength and small width, would fcoon have 
ecu racked or twisted to pieces in the 
ougher northern waters. Both styles of 
raft were designed for the waters they 
were to know, and the ancients, with their 
many seaports, where they could shelter at 
light or in stormy weather, might work 
heh1 way along coasts and amid shoals and 
Currents where even amodern steam frigate 
rould be at a disadvantage.— St. Nicholas.

Do Cyclone's Come from Above? 


There has been of late a tendency toward

The atmosphere is a sort of ocean, at whose 
bottom we dwell, and if M. Faye's view is 
correct, the storms that whirl over us must 
first lash tho air far above our heads, just 
as a whirl started in water may bore its 
way down toward the bottom and disturb 
the little fishes there.—Youth's Companion.
